Classes are established on a 
basis of tractor weight, with 
stock tractor classes for under 
7,000, 9,000, 12,000, 15,000, 
18,000 and 22,000 pounds, plus 
22,000 pound class for tractors 
with dual tires. 

Modified classes are 5,000, 
7,000, and 9,000 pounds. 
Official weights are determined 
as a tractor departs for the pull 
contest starting point. 

Competition involves tractors 
moving a weight-transfer sled on 


which weight is shifted forward — 


as the tractor moves ahead, 
increasing resistance for the 
tractor. Winner in each class is 
the tractor that moves furthest 
distance before its wheels start 
to spin. 

The weight-transfer 
implement was designed and 
developed at Cal Poly in San 
Luis Obispo. 

Entry fee at the Tulare fair is 
$20, which will be jackpotted, 
with a $70 added purse. Entry 
will close at 5 p.m. on 
September 18. Competition is 
open to anyone, however only 
members of the Pacific Tractor 
Pullers association are eligible 
for association points.

- SACRAMENTO -— An 
amended Marketing Order for 
California Raisins became 
effective September 4 after 
winning producer and processor 
approval by a substantial margin, 
State Director of Food and 
Agriculture Tim Wallace has 
reported. 

More than 90 percent of the 
producers voting cast ballots in 
favor of the marketing order. 
These growers accounted for 
almost 95 percent of the total 
raisin tonnage produced in 
1973-74 season by the 
participating producers. 

Over 90 percent of the 
processors, representing more 
than 90 percent of the total 
tonnage processed in the same 
period, expressed their approval 
by written assent. : 

Under the marketing order, 
the California Raisin Advisory 
board assists the director in 
administering an intemational 
program of advertising and 
promotion for California raisin 
and a comprehensive research 
program. 

The principal marketing order 
amendment authorizes an 
increase in the total assessment 
rate from the present $5 per ton 
to a maximum not to exceed 
$20 per ton with a maximum of

OPEN SPACE __ 
INTEREST RATE 
IS UNCHANGED 


SACRAMENTO — The 1976 
interest rate used in the 
valuation of open-space lands 


remains unchanged from. the 


1975 rate, according to the State 
Board of Equalization. 

Interest rate of 7.25 percent 
will be used in computing the — 
capitalization rate for valuing 
open-space lands for the 1976 
tax roll. 

Under provisions of the 
California Land Conservation act 
of 1965 (Williamson Act) and 
related legislation, open-space 
lands are valued for tax 
assessment purposes according 
to the income the land could be 
expected to earn. 

The appropriate net income is 
divided by a capitalization rate 
that consists of the announced 
interest rate, a risk rate to 
compensate for possible losses of 
income from the land, and a tax 
allowance based on the actual 
tax rate for the area in which the 
property is located. 

The Board of Equalization is 


‘required to announce this rate 


by September 1 annually. The 
rate is equal to the yield rate for 
long-term U.S. government 
bonds as most recently 
published by the Federal 
Reserve board, rounded off to 
the nearest one-fourth percent.

SACRAMENTO — 
Emergency regulations are now 
in effect to provide. greater 
safeguards for persons in areas 
where the organophosphate 
pesticide “‘Nemacur” is used to 
control nematodes, a 
microscopic pest that feeds on 
plant root systems. The new 
regulation allows the pesticide to 
be used only if the County 
Agricultural commissioner issues 
a permit for possession and use. 

Commissioners will only issue 
permits to commercial or 


professional users including 
licensed agricultural pest control 
operators, grounds keepers, and 
maintenance superintendents. 
The person receiving the permit 
must supervise the application. 

Nemacur can only be used on 
commercial turf grasses, which 
includes golf courses, cemeteries, 
sod farms, industrial grounds 
and parkways. It is not to be 
used around homes, gardens, 
institutional - lawns, or public 
recreation areas other than golf 
courses.
